TURKEY TALE 
lr. thirteen short weeks we'll be working on the 
Thanksgiving menu, and most folks who can afford 
them, will be trying to figure ways and means to hate 
the usual turkey on the bill of fare. 
According to word from Washington all turkeys 
for the next month and a half are going to ^ llose ^ar” 
sighted housekeepers, the buyers for the U. S. military 
overseas requirements. 
They already have holiday 
meals for soldiers planned. 
It will take 10.000,000 
pounds to give every overseas serviceman his Thanks­ 
giving. Christmas and New Y ears Day turkey dinner. 
The ban on civilian buying of turkeys will be lifted 
as soon as the 10,000,000 figure is reached, which is 
expected to be soon after Oct. I. There is a large sup­ 
ply of turkey this year. 
You will have plenty of time 
between October I and whatever Thanksgiving day the 
Presidents decides on, to get your turkey. 
It probably will be necessary to order it a bit ah( ad 
of time because there will be a great demand. A black 
market flurry of turkey-buying could upset the whole 
scheme. 
You must keep your eye on the ceiling price 
when you buy. 
By October you should pay around 50 cents a pound 
for tho best turkeys, weighing IS to 22 pounds. Heavier 
turkeys will be slightly less. The ceiling price goes down 
about 3 cents between now and October. 


WARREN COUNTY “WAR CONSCIOUS” 
One occasionally hears the remark made that the 
people of Warren aren't “war conscious . 
True, we in Warren County, do not see a lot of the 
business of war.

Warren County is “war conscious"—plenty—when 
it comes to digging down for those dollars that can mean 
speedier victory for our boys.

Friends Who gathered in the 
Woman's Club last evening for the 
“Victory Benefit" recital by George 
W. Lott remember well the days 
when “Bud" as a child and a very 
young student pleased many audi­ 
ences with his unusual capacities 
for understanding writers’ moods 
and a technique that was surpris­ 
ing in one so young. In this first 
appearance here in several seasons, 
however, they found no child or 
student, but an adult musician who 
has fulfilled the promise shown in 
those early days and has develop­ 
ed that greatest single asa-it, a 
sense of humor in both his playing 
and stage presence. 
Almost 15 years ago to the day, 
on August 21, 1928, to be exact, 
a review of his first public recital 
at the age of twelve commended 
“the instinctive interpretation of 
moods and nuances" and “the abil­ 
ity to interpret another’s thought". 
This ability to interpret remains 
his greatest musical asset. 
He 
takes 
the 
usual 
run-of-the-mill 
numbers and brings to his audience 
a new enjoyment in listening. 
George does with Chopin what 
this writer has 
always 
thought 
should be done; stresses the beau­ 
tiful melodies, subdues the delicate 
accompaniments so that these mel­ 
odies become even more beautiful 
and forgets the crashing chords 
and “fire" mistakenly inserted by 
so many into these etudes, valses 
and fantasies. 
These things are 
essentially delicate music and are 
treated completely so by George. 
His playing of the Ballade in G 


Minor was done in the same way, 
gay, light and happy and, as the 
title implies, as a ballad, and not 
as a heavy symphony. 
Three movements of Beehoven’s 
“Moonlight" Sonata were given the 
same excellent interpretation. Bach 
received like treatment, particu­ 
larly in the Myra Hess aram ge- 
ment of “Jesu, Joy of Man’s De­ 
siring" in which the choral back­ 
ground was especially well done. 
Explaining that he preferred to 
call Rachmaninoff’s Prelude in C 
Sharp Minor by the title “Bells 
of Moscow" and telling the audi­ 
ence something of the bells in the 
Kremlin, George’s presentation was 
truly “bell-like" in its beauty. 
Demonstrating that he also has

when 
necessary, 
George 
played 
the 
familiar Malaguena 
with, for him, a surprising aban­ 
don. He should always include one 
or two numbers of this type on his 
programs if only to demonstrate 
that he has the spirit necessary to 
play them. 
Responding to many encores, 
among which were several of his 
own compositions, he left the audi­ 
ence with the definite feeling that 
it had had a thoroughly enjoyable 
evening, an ability which many
